U.S. Court Takes Slap 
At Medical Experts 


Judge Symes of Denver, 
Sentence, Declares Medicine Is Not 
an Exact Science. 


in Confirming 


An emphatic warning against ac- 
ceptance by juries, particularly Jn 
criminal cases, of the conclusions 


of expert medical witnesses was 
sounded by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals yesterday in 
an opinion i.ffirming a sentence of 
two years in the penitentiary and 
$1000 fine imposed upon Harold 
M. Stunz of Kansas City for mai} 
fraud. 

Stunz had marketed a prepara- 
tion which he advertised as a sure 
“gland rejuvenator.” The court 
found, in affirming his conviction, 
that he had misrepresented his 
facilities by saying the preparation 
was made in an extensive labora- 
tory, but District Judge Symes or 
Denver, who wrote the opinion, in- 
directly discounted the testimony 
given. for the Government by phy- 
sicians who said Stunz’ preparation 
was “of doubtful therapeutic 
value.”

pend sotly upon the choice that a 
jury night make between the con- 
flicting opinions of medical experts 

“The so-called quack remedy of 
today may be hailed tomorrow as 
an absolute cure, or  yice-versa, 
Vaccination, for instance, is be- 
lieved by a large majority of the 
medical profession and the public 
to prevent smallpox. Others with 
equal sincerity openly advocate 
contrary views. 

Excludes Experts’ Conclusions.. 

“When the white man and the 
Indian hunted deer together and the 
meat was divided, the liver, dis- 
carded by the white man, ~- was 
prized by the red man for its 
medical properties. Today it is 
prescribed as a certain cure for 
pernicious anemia. 

“Not many years ago so-called 
Chinese herb doctors were prose- 
cuted under this identical statute 
for representing that portions of 
dried fish, especially the head, 
cured heart disease. It is now 
known that adrenalion, which can 
be obtained from certain fish, is the 
most powerful heart stimulant. 

“The testimony of medical ex- 
perts should be limited carefully. 
Conclusions by these witnesses 
should be excluded.”

SANTIAGO, Chile, July 7%. -— 
Two hundred and ninety-one lives 
were lost when the transport An- 
gamos sank today in the Bay of 
Arauco, according to: information 
given out tonight by the Minis- 
try of Marine. Eighty of the vic- 
tims were passengers. 

Women and Children Victims. 

Among the 80 passengers on the 
ship, which was bound northward 
from the Straits of Magellan, were 
many women and children. rhe 
suicide of the captain, Corbeta Is- 
mael Suarez, is said to have taken 
place when he realized he wus 
without power to save these. 

Although it is not known what 
caused the ship to sink, it is be- 
lieved possible the storm, which 
today had reached a most violent 
stage, may have been a contrivut- 
ing factor. 

The boat had a crew of 215 men, 
and with the 80 passensers there 
were 295 aboard. The four who 
were saved were sald on the ma- 


scripts. 

The Captain killed himself on 
the bridge of the vessel. 

Wireless dispatches tonight said 
that the cruiser Zenteno and the 
/destroyer Williams arrived at’ the 
‘scene of the disaster, which is 
south of Lebu, off the Soutbern 
Coast of the Republic! but had 
found no wreckage of the vessel.

WARTIME SHIP BUILDERS 
MUST PAY U. S. $1,327,890 


Judgment Results From Govern- 
ment Suit for $9,300,811 and 
Counter Claims of $14,791,881. 

By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Wash., July 7.—A de- 
cision in equity, awarding the 
United States Government a judg- 
ment of $1,327,780 against Skinner 
& Eddy, war-time ship _ builders, 
was handed down here today by 
Federal Judge Jeremiah Neterer. 

The claims of the Governmert 
and counter-claims of the ship- 
building corporation had been in 
litigation almost a decade. The 
amount of the award was less than 
the amount granted the Govern- 
ment by Harold Preston, master in 
chancery, from whose decision the 
ship builders appealed. Preston 
awarded the Government $1,401,- 
425. 

The Government originally sued 
Skinner & Eddy for $9,300,811, al- 
leging overpayment on war-time 
shipbuilding contracts. Counter- 
claims, totaling $14,791,881, were 
brought in a suit by the shipbuild- 
ers, asking reparations for cancel- 
lation of contracts at the close of 
the war and other causes. At- 
torneys for 'the shipbuilders were 
not prepared to say whether Judge 
Neterer’s 42-page decision would be 
appealed.

W. | RILL HAD 
GOLORFUL CAREER 
AS SPECULATOR 


St. Louis Grain Plunger 
Who Died in Asheville 
Known for His Spectacu- 
lar Deals. 


A spectacular career on the 
grain market closed yesterday 
when William T. Hill, wealthy in- 
vestor and the most colorful plung- 
er in grain on the st. Louis ex- 
change in the last quarter of a 
century, died at Asheville, N. C.., 
after a year’s illiness of cancer. 
He was 53 years old. 

It was said of “Billy” Hill, as 
his associates knew him, that he 
could take the most devastdting 
losses with calm imperturbability 
and that, a born investor, he could 
watch falls in the grain market 
without the flicker of an eyelash. 

That calmness and a rare astute- 
ness in the market amassed for 
him a substantial fortune, -nd one 
campaign of speculation during the 
war days, when wheat quotations 
ran crazily from top to bottom, 
brought him winnings estimated at 
$3,000,000 by his associates on the 
exchange. 

Followed Market by Radio. 

A year ago, when he retired 
from active participdtion in bus!- 
ness because of his illness, he was 
out of direct touch with the mar- 
ket for a time, but while “1e was 
bedfast at his home in the St. 
Louis Country Club grounds, be- 
fore going to Asheville, he  fol- 
lowed the market with hie radio 
set and made several profitable 
investments. 

A native of Sedalia, Mo. Hill 
Was educated there and came to 
St. Louis as a young man, going to 
work for the Teasdale Commission 
Co., of which he was president 
when he died. His first invest- 
ment was a $10 flyer on wheat. 
On it he made several hundred 
dollars overnight. 

In. the years that followed he be- 
came known as the heaviest plung- 
er here in grain since the days 
when Corwin Spencer was making 
investment history on the local 
exchange in the late 99s and the 
early days of this century. 

It was in 1917, shortly before 
and immediately after the United 
States entered the World War, 
that he made his first big killing. 
None of his associates ever was 
able to determine just what he 
made on the rising wheat market, 
but it was generally agreed that 
his winnings ran into seven fizg- 


ures. At that time he was already 
a wealthy man and he “retired 
from ’‘’Change. 


Winnings in the Millions. 
Almost two years later he re- 
turned. Wheat was again on the 
rampage, and Hill leaped into the 
market with his old vigor. In 1919

and 1920 it was said on the Ex- 
change his winnings ran betwecn 
$2,000,000 and $5,000,000. 

He continued in his. pursuit of 
the market until he _ § ijied: It 
was said of him on the Exchange 
that “when he wins, it’s big mon- 
ey; when he loses, it’s just as big.” 
Whatever the turn of the market, 


however, his associates always 
found him agreeable and unwor- 
ried. 


Among his friends as well as 
business associates, his generosity 
was proverbial. Any  asolicitation 
for charitable purposes found him 
a willing and a lavish donor, On 
one occasion, it is said, he was 
asked to contribute to a fund to 
pave a street in front of a con- 
vent, and he met the entire tax 
assessment from his own pocket. 
On another occasion he woff-hand- 
edly gave a $100 bill to a :lergy- 
man to whom he was introduced 
and told him “‘spend it as you see 
_. 

Raising Tulips a Hobby. 


During his spare moments he 
spent much time in the flower gar- 
den at his home, where he made 
a patticular hobby of raising tu- 
lips. Recently a relative photo- 
graphed the garden, containing 
12,000 blooms, many of rare va- 


riety, and forwarded it to Hill at 


Asheville, much to the latter’s sat- 
isfaction. 

An enthusiastic hunter and fish- 
erman, he maintained a country 
lodge which was in charge of a 
keeper. During the winter he 
kept the lodge granary well stored 
with food to be fed to the birds 
when ice or deep snow made for- 
age difficult. 

Mrs. Hill was with her husband 
when he died at Asheville. Mrs. 
Paul E. Winter of 5823 Cabanne 
avenue, a niece, also was present. 
Besides them he is survived by a 
brother, Stanley F. Hill of Dallas, 
Tex., and a nephew, W. C. Engle 
of the Teasdale Commission Co. 

Funeral services will be held at 
2:30 o'clock Tuesday afternoon at 
an undertaking establishment at 
4259 Lindell boulevard, with tnter- 
ment in Oak Grove Cemetery.

Motoring Trip 
To Shenandoah 
Valley Offers 


Lovely Scenery 


Tour Traverses War Road 
ofthe Indiansand High- 
way of Strife in Civil 
War—Caverns and Fa- 
mous Natural Bridge 
Among Attractions,

OR scenic beauty and historic 
F interest, there is probably no 

motor trip that a St. Louvisan 
can take that can surpass the tour 
via Louisville, the Kentucky blue- 
grass region, Lexington and Cum- 
berland Gap to the Shenandoah 
Valley of Virginia—war trail of 
the Indians and highway of strife 
during the Civil War. 

Near the valley, at Manassas 
Junction, a town near the little 
stream called Bull Run, about 35 
miles southwest of Washington, 
Gen. Beauregard defeated Gen. 
McDowell's Federal army, im the 
famous battle of that name. 

In the valley itself was Gen. 
Joseph Johnston, the greatest Con- 
federate commander next to Lee, 
who guarded, among other things, 
the Confederate Capitol at | Rich- 
mond. And who does not rémem- 
ber the stirring tale of Harper's 
Ferry, where John Brown's fa- 
mous raid occurred and where 
subsequently he was executed? 
Winchester, in old Virginia, which 
changed hands 70 times during the 
Civil War. And Strasburg, where 
still can be seen the rugged fort 
Gen. Bank erected go that he could 
guard the coveted pass over Man- 
sanutten Mountain. 

Not because of its historic inter- 
est only is the Shenandoah Valley 
a lure to tourists. Near New Mar- 
ket, in the center of the valley, are 
the Endiess Caverns, subterranean 
labyrinths of vaulted halls and 
chambers, richly colored and stud- 
ded with stalagmite and stalactit 
At Lexington, Va. on the road 
through the _ valley, @ tourist 
crosses a natural bridge’310 feet 
high and with a span Of 90 feet. 

Again, at Grottoes, Va., adjacent 
to the Shenandoah National Park 
area, are the Grand Caverns, dis- 
covered in 1804 and since explored 
for many miles; at Luray, the Cay- 
erns of Luray, vaster than Grand 
and Endless Caverns, and made 
easily accessible by a complete sys- 
tem of indirect lighting, cement 
walks, iron railings and stairways. 

For scenic beauty, Shenandoah 
Valley is unlike anything nature 
has to offer in this part of the 
country. The mountains bordering 
it are wooded and highly colored, 
not bare and drab as are those in 
many portions of the West. ° 

Shenandoah, in the language of 
the Indian, means “daughter of the 
stars.” Anyone who has seen it, 
flanked as it is on the east by the 
Blue Ridge range and on the West 
by the Alleghenies, realizes the 
appropriateness of its Indian name. 

Shenandoah Valley and its en- 
virons are easy of access. Lexing- 
ton, Ky., for Missourians, is the 
preferable gateway. Going this 
way and folléwing a circuitous 
route, the motorist can pass a 
pleasant vacation of several weeks 
'in seven states. 

Leaving St. Louis, the motorist 
can follow U. 8. Highway No. 6¢ 
through Illinois to Vincennes, Ind. 
| SAve for a short detour at Breese, 
about 30 miles east of £8.

Per Gallon Out of Gasoline’ 


| 
That uneasy feeling of not hav- 


ing enough gas to reach the next 
station is an experience not 
common to movrisis. 

While the average motorist wil! 
not put himself to any unusua! 
bother to economize on fuel, it is 
interesting to know how to get the 
greatest mileage from a car, es- 
pecially since only one quart of 
each gallon of gasoline is used di- 


rectly in propelling the automobile. | 


The other three quarts are used 
up through friction of the engine 
and other moving parts: in the ex- 
haust, and in the cooling system. 

So, if the driver wants to get the 
most out of the quart that propells 
the car he will do well to acquaint 
himself with all of the arts of driv- 
ing, as laid down in the following 
pointers by the A C Spark Plug Co.: 

“Jerky acceleration, due to either 
rough roads or a sticking throttle, 
causes a considerable waste of fuel. 
Every time the throttfe is opened 
suddenly in this way. an unecessar- 
ily large quantity of mixture is 
drawn into the cylinders. Although 
the relative amount used each time 
is small, it is sufficient to build up 
into quite a big waste in the course 


of a hundred miles or so. Use of 
the foot rest alongside of the 
throttle pedal helps steady the 


throttle action, while on very rough 
stretches of roads a hand throttle 
setting will give better fuel econ- 
omy than foot throttle driving. It 
is always a good plan when it is 
questionable whether the supply of 
fuel in the tank will carry you to 
the next filling station, to use the 
hand throttle in driving the inter- 
vening distance. 

“Fuel economy

“Correct adjustment of the car- |

frequent stops, because once the 
engine has warmed up it will cun 
on a much feaner mixture without | 
sputtering or missing, than it will 
when running slowly when the en- 
gine is cool. 

“The leaner the mixture the hot- 
‘er the engine runs because of the 
fact that the more air added to 
the gasoline up to a certain point; 
make the gas more volatile or ex- 
plosive, which produces more neat! 
when burned—sometimes excessive 
engine heat at hich speeds can be 
traced to too lean a mixture and/

WASHINGTON, July 7—A plan’ 
to clear only 75 channels for high- 
power broadcasting stations is be- 
ing considered by the Federal Ra- 
41° Commission on suggestion by 
Commissioner Caldwell. Originally, 
caldwell advocated clearing 659 
channels. Now, after going over the 
list of proadcaating stations, he ts 
convinced that there are not 69 
stations which can utilize cleared 
channels in the pubile interest. 

It had been the intention of the 
Commission to decide. on a pian of 
aliccation before Monday next, 
when hearings will begin for the 
163 stations notified to show cause 
why their licenses should: be re- 


newed. 

One of the reasons for notifying 
the stations was the requirement of 
the amendment to the radio law 


that there be an equal division of | 


broadcasting licenses, power, chan- 
nels and operating time among the 
five radio zones of the country. 
adoption of a new allocation would 
establish the quotas for each zone 
and the Commission would know 
definitely how many stations 
could be licensed and the number 
that must be discontinued. 

But the members of the Com- 
mission were too far apart in their 
views about the new allocation. Bo 
Commissioners Caldwell and Pick- 
ard. both of whom represent ex- 
treme opposite views, were desig- 
rated as a committee to study the 
gituation and agree on a pian of 
allocation. 

After working in Washington for 
several days, Pickard left for At- 
lantie City, to continue his work, 
and Caldwell left for New York. 
Late in the week, Caldwell and 


Pickard were supposed to get [to- | 


gether and attempt to agree on 4 
plan. 

The plan which Caldwell advoe- 
cated called for 25 cleared chan- 
nels for stations of unlimited pew- 
er: 25 channels for stations of 
169° to §000 watts, with two sta- 
tions operating simultaneously on 
each channel; 46 channels for sata- 
tlons of 600 to 1000 watts, with 


two and one-half stations on each | 


channel, and four loca! channels 
for stations of 109 and 250 watts,

During the past week it was reported from time to 
time that the Garden Theater had recovered from the attack of 
ee sankroil and frigid feet and plans were made to reopen the 
Olive Street Road show place tonight. The chorus and principals 
were kept in rehearsal until yesterday afternoon when a sudden re- 
lapse of the old trouble set in and after several financial doctors 
were called in and consulted it was decided that this time the at- 
tack was fatal and so the show was called off altogether. There 
may be attempts to revive the place later in the season but it seems 
hardly likely that there will be anything further doing this sum- 
mer. The bad weather at the start of the season, coupled with 
the failure of the backers to keep putting in more money completely 
wrecked the organization which, with a fine company and a great 
list of musical comediés promised to become a regular summer in- 
stitution. It is reported that, through some slip up on the part 
of the Actors’ Equity Association, no bond was posted to insure the 
chorus girls and boys being paid and the theater closses with tnose 
young people being out their salaries for the final week’s show.

ONSIDERABLE biographical 
C matter has already been prirt- 

ed concerning St. John Greer 
Ervine, who, besides being a play- 
wright and novelist of internation- 
al popularity, has for some time 
past occupied a position that can 
be described as England's leading 
dramatic critic and who is to come 
to this country next September, to 
step in the critical shoes of the 
New York World lately vacated wy 
Alexander Woollcott, and to write 
this weekly letter to the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. 

At the risk of repetition, _ it 
should be said that St. John Er- 
~ine was born in Belfast 45 years 
ago, has been associated with the 
theater since boyhood, and served 
in France during the World War, 
in which he was very severely 
wounded. 

As a playwright he 
claim to fame as the 
“Jane Clegg,” ‘John 
“Mary, Mary, Quite 
“The Ship.” “The Lady of Bel- 
mont,”’ “Anthony and Anna,”

At such a time’ it 
seemed to the World desirable (9 
bring to New York the principal 
center of the American stage, a 
new viewpoint in the valuation of 
this golden age of the theater.

The Empress Stock Fades Away 


National Players Company, Will Not Return to 8t. 
Louis This Fall and Theater Has Been Thrown 
Back on the Hands of the Skouras Brothers Who 
Will Welcome Suggestions as to What to Do 
With It—Writing Music for the Sound Movies 
Is Attracting the Attention of Many Composers.

NYONE who wants a perfectly good theater in the heart of 
A the Grand avenue show district can get immediate action by 

applying to the Skouras brothers. Charley and Spyros and 
George, who specialize in grabbing up show houses all over this part 
of the country have an extra one on their hands at present, for last 
week they were notified that the National Players, so far as St. 
Louis is concerned, have faded out of the picture and would have 
no further use for the Empress, which, as everyone knows, fs on 
Olive street just a few doors west of Grand. The stock company 
which has played there for some years dropped $25,000 last season 
and will not try it again this year. The Skourases control the house 
On,a long lease, having taken it some years ago to prevent any more 
movies operating in that district. Now the Empress may be had by 
anyone who will come forward with the rent money in one hand and 
a plan of any sort of operation which does not involve showing films, 
in the other. 

So there will be no dramatic stock company in St. Louis next 
season, unless some other organization steps into the shoes of the 
National Players. Thus ends the stock enterprise which begaa 
when O. D. Woodward opened at the Garrick Theater in September, 
1922. Woodward came to town, not exactly on a_ shoestring, but 
something like that. Forest P. Tralles, attorney for the Shuberta, 
and Edward L. Butler, who at that time held the Garrick lease, 
gambled with Woodward on the rent. The rent, it is said, was paid. 
Woodward gave good shows and they were widely approved if not 
financially supported. Fourteen weeks found Woodward at the end 
of his resources, without money to pay his orchestra. However, 
Tralles and Butler thought the stock impresario might fare better 
at ihe Empress, in the Grand-Olive district, Tralles, as the Shubert 
representative having previously obtained the Empress lease for the 
short-lived Shubert unit vaudeville shows. 


house. After a year Tralles, Butler and Woodward organized 

the National Players, Woodward sacrificing complete control 
of his de ‘iny for the sake of freedom from some of the business 
cares. He became general director of the organization, the com- 
pany standing the losses and he sharing in the profits, if any. There 
followed five seasons of varying success. The first was modest!y 
profitable, the second more so, the third showed some decline, the 
fourth resulted in breaking even and the fifth, last season, showed 
a loss of considerably more than $20,000. Woodward severed his 
connection with the enterprise toward the close of last season. 

During most of his sojourn in St. Louis Woodward had as his 
leading woman, Hazel Whitmore. She was a talented actress, but, 
in truth, grew somewhat too familiar to steady stock fans. On the 
theory that Miss Whitmore had worn out her welcome here, the 
Management, over Woodward's protest, decided to dismiss her, and 
did so. Woodward's resignation was submitted forthwith. He now 
is on the West Coast touring with Miss Whitmore ir the Bram 
Stoker mystery melodrama of vampires, “Dracula.” which he ac- 
quired for her.

He declares that in time it is 
hoped to reopen again in St. Lous. 

One reason for not reopening here next season, he says—believe 
it or not!—is the scarcity of good plays. This in view of the fact

Pastor Holds Services 
About Once a Month. 


About once a month, on a Sunday, regular 
church is held at Huize Doorn, in that Pastor 
Herbst, of the German church at the Hague, 
or some visiting parson from Germany con- 
ducts services. 

After devotions, the ex-Kaiser retires to 
his study, where he attends to the correspond-

While there were obvious and 
possibly compelling arguments 
which favored or necessitated 
maintenance by Great Britain of 
all her contractual obligations, the 
policy adopted by her has im- 
posed a very heavy burden on 
both the present and the future 
in favor of the past. Indeed her 
present activity and profit-earn- 
ing power have been sacrificed in 
large measure to the maintenance 
of integrity and good faith to all 
her creditors at home and abroad. 
It was not policy that determined 
the action of the Government in 
Britain. It is just because a 
Briton has an ineradicable habit 
of paying what he owes and it 
never occurred to him to abandog 
that habit because he had fought 
a victorious war. Great Britain 
thought it her duty to uphold her 
credit even at the highest cost.

O-WEEK CAMPAIGN 
ASBEST STRATEGY 


Tactics for Coming Political 
Contest to Be Decided at 
Meeting of Democratic 
Committee Tuesday. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 7.—The ma- 
thinery will be set up this week 
for the presidential campaign of 
Gov. Smiiis. 

Wednesday the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee will hold jts first 
meeting for selection of a chair- 
man and other business. Both 
Smith and his running mate, Sen- 
ator Joseph T, Robinson of Arkan- 
gas, wil’ attend, and it is generally 
expected that when that meeting 
adjourns the strategy of the cam- 
paign will have been definitely 
settled. It is thought Smith will 


in a large measure dictate this 
strategy and that the National 
Committee will function chiefly in 
devising ways and means rather 
than in originating plans of battle. 

The Governor returned to Al- 
bany today after a one-day trip to 
Delaware to attend the funeral of 
William Raskob, son of John J. 
Raskob, chairman of the Finance 
Committee of General Motors Cor- 
poratign, a close friend of the Gov- 
ernor. 

Tuesday he will come to New 
York and Wednesday will thrash 
out with the National Committee 
details of the campaign, the main 
fetatures of which his supporters 
have intimated he already has set- 
tled in his own mind. 


Whether decisions 
that meeting will be 
has not been announced, although 
the Governor’s consistent reply 
since his nomination to questions 
about his campaign has been that 
he could not say anything until 
after the Wednesday conference. 


Despite the reticence of the Gov- 
ernor, it has been learned that he 
will suggest to the committee an 
eight-week campaign, during which 
he will deliver not more than two 
speeches in any one week. He will 
tell them that he wants the 
speeches given at strattegic points 
about the country and that. they 
should all be broadcast on a na- 
tional radio hookup, Each speech 
will be differept, but all will deal 
with matters nll to the interests 
of the “common man,” little em- 
phasis being laid on foreign rela- 
tions or matters of complicated fi- 
nance. 


If the National Committee should 
by any chance think the campaign 
should continue the charges which 
filled the keynote speech at. the 
convention, charges of “pillage ana 
privilege” against the Republicans, 
it is known the Governor will op- 
pose them and insist on what his 
supporters have called ‘“‘construc- 
tive statesmanship.”’

Rockefeller, who will be 89 years 
old tomorrow, has not made major 
gifts to as many institutions as 
his son, but his total in money is 
larger by far. 

A compilation of the larg?" 
gifts of the Rockefellers from 1910 
to the present time shows that the 
father has given $443,832,644 to 
10 institutions, and the son $60,- 
094,489 to 42 recipients. These 
ficures do not include gifts to th» 
University of Chicago made before 
1910, which amounted to approx- 
imately $45,000,000. 

Only three of the elder Rocke- 
feller’s gifts listed are less than 
$1,000,000, whereas 22 of the sons 
42 are below that amount. No 
gift of less than $100,000 is includ- 
ed in the compilation.

Achieved Nationwide Success 
Both as An Industrial Engineer 
and a Mother, Gives the 
Results of Her Family 


Experiences in a Book.

T IS a considerable 
feat in this age of 
small families, and 
one to be wondered 
at, for any woman 
to rear 11 children. 
It is a considerable 
feat in any age. 
But when to this ac- 
complishment and 
along with it the mother adda a high- 
ly successful career in industrial engi- 
neering and industrial psychology, 
when it {s discovered that her profes- 
sion and her children did not prevent 
her from obtaining her Doctor of Phi- 
losophy degree, when you realize that 
her 11 youngsters were brought up in 
a manner so acientific and yet so 
charming that even the crawling child 
was given its family job and liked it, 
the mother concerned takes on the ap- 
one who, in some man- 
approaches Mr. George 
Bernard Shaw's idea of a superwoman. 

The woman in question is Mrs. Lil- 
lian Gilbreth of Montclair, New Jer- 
sey, and in a recent book, “Living 
With Our Children’ (W. W. Norton 
and Company, Inc., New York), she 
explains the manner in which she and 
her husband, the late Frank B. Gil- 
breth, set out to rear their family in 
such a way that each child would 
learn to stand on its own legs, to ap- 
preciate the beauties in life, to live 
worthily and to accomplish sound 
work in this world. Mrs. Gilbreth 
tells her tale simply and ifn it there is 
no hint of self praise. When you 
know she is speaking of the Gilbreths 
she insists on saying ‘in a certain 
family;'’' she never picks out one of 
her youngsters and says, ‘‘Here, look 
what he did’; still, at the same time 
her story is never so scientific that 
the little one furnishing the temporary 
example is made to look like a bug 
under a microscope; beneath all her 
facts and philosophies vou feel the 
hand of an intensely human woman 
and one who sometimes needs must 
eteel herself to prevent. condoning 
mischief. 


OU are likely to say, perhaps, 
Yy “Well, she gave her life to her chil- 
dren and all she had out of it was 
work and more work.’

In Boston, where he had been jogging 
along for nine years, he was fairly 
well known. When he died, late in 
1924, his reputation was international. 
He had lectured at numerous Ameri- 
can and European universities, he had 
directed schools of management for 
professors of engineering, he had revo- 
lutionized the back-breaking methods 
of brick laying, he had invented meth- 
oda of industrial education for fitting 
crippled soldiers for industrial life, in 
collaboration with his wife he had 
written books and papers on applied 
motion study. 

Lillian Moller Gilbreth had studied 
with her husband, she had gone with 
him on tinspection trips, she had 
helped him work out efficiency meth- 
ods, whipping hia technical ideas into 
practical shape. And Gilbreth was 
wont to say, “It may have been my 
idea, but she got it across.’ 


ATE in 1924, just before he was

dropped dead in a New York telephone 
booth while talking to his wife. At 
the time she was at their Montclair 
home, packing to accompany him.

tal of the man was reduced to ashes. 
On Tuesday, Mrs. Gilbreth sailed, as 
echeduled, to attend the conference 
Once there, she read her husband's 
and her own papers, and took. hia 
place on the American Participation 
Convention. She presided over the 
last session of the congress which. be- 
fore adjourning, held a memoria! serv- 
ice for its distinguished American 
member. Through all their life to- 
gether Frank Gilbreth and his wife 


had remained friends, lovers, partners. 

And now that you know something 
of Lillian’ Gilbreth, let us get to her 
book. 

In her preface, which she calls the 
“Adventure of Living,’ besides pay- 
ing a tribute to her husband's theories 
—-she does it in her characteristic 
fashion, unassumingly, without men- 
tioning his name—-she sums_up his 
and her purpose in rearing their chil- 
dren. 


This is what she writes: 
“C) NCE upon a time, as the 

story book says, there was a 

little boy of pioneer stock, 
who came into this world. For him 
time was always an opportunity, for 
ne was an optimist. His project all 
through the 55 years of his life was 
to find the One Best Way of doing 
everything, having in mind satisfac- 
tlon not only in the result but in the 
doing. 

“To him the family was always the 
most interesting and significant group, 
so when he came to organize his own 
family he tried to apply the principles 
and practices he had used in making 
his own life an adventure and a queat. 

“It is too aoon to say whether the 
applications of his theorfes in this 
family group are a success or not, per- 
haps even to evaluate them aa an edu- 
cational project. But it can be said 
that they do conform to many of the 
findinga of the newer education, and 
that they made life so interesting that 
it never ceased to be an adventure to 
him, as it still ts to his group. 

“Tt is his philosophy of life that 
this book presents, in the form not 
of a théory but of a working force. 
If it serves to pass on to the lives of 
others some of the enthusiasm, cour- 
age and persistence with which he 
pursued his adventure, the book wi]! 
have served its purpose." 

Getting to her bock proper. 
Gilbreth continues: 

“Why should not a family life have 
ua plan? Every educational or indus- 
trial project has one. Planning {is so 
interesting that surely we should want 
to use it in the most worthwhile pro- 
ject, we can undertake. 

“In the family I knew best, there 
was great need‘of such planning be-

_ cause the young people had not known 


each other very long or very well when 
they were married, and felt the need 
of thinking their project completely 
through as they started it. ‘Do you 
realize how little we have in common?’

and with most satisfaction to himself 
and the other. 

‘The family I know best started, 
non the advice of a relative, with the 
rule, ‘Outside the house the man rules, 
inside the house the woman rules.’ It 
worked very well as a start. Gradu- 
ally, as fitness for leadership tN any 
function showed itself, it was dele- 
gated there when appropriate. The 
greatest help was found in changing 
the leader-follower relationship to the 
i agg relationship. In all of 
life there is no more beautiful rela- 
tionship than that of the teacher-pu- 
pil, The true teacher gathers material 
that he may transmit it; he aims to 
develop his pupil, takes pride in his 
achievements. 

“Insofar as the husband-wife rela- 
tlonship and the parent-child relation- 
ship become teacher-pupil relation- 
ships, happiness is assured. Especially 
where there is that readiness every 
true teacher feels to take the pupil 
role, and that satisfaction every pupil 
feels when he can become (though 
Only temporarily and perhaps inade- 
quately) the teacher. This, it seeme 
to me, is the keynote of our new edu- 
cation; that we learn and teach simul- 
taneously. 

* “Nothing is more vital to the suc- 
cess of the project-of happy family 
life than finding out as soon as pos- 
sible in what lines each member orf 
the group can lead and giving him a 
chance, a time and a place. ‘I want 
to be queen of something,’ a smal) gir! 
said. Her desire was real and right, 
and one that had to be gratified. If 
every man, woman and child in a 
home, and this includes the helpers, 
is given a chance to lead, one great 
source of satisfaction will be assured.’ 

So did the author plan and conject- 
ure. And then the children came. 
But the mother was not afraid of her 
task of bringing them up. She writes: 


a a problem of bringing up a 
large family would not be rat- 
ed so difficult, by any one 
who has studied the field carefully, 
as that of bringing up an only child 
None but the group itself can 
decide the proper size of ‘that 
group. The measure of success is the 
happiness and satisfaction of every one 
involved, and here again one can only 
urge the atudy of successes If the 
health heritage is good, there is ai- 
ways help along the way. What may 
reem to be too many children wil! 
prove not to be so as the project d- 
velops. They are not all babies at 
one time The older help bring up 
the younger. 

“The solution of all these problems 
seeins to me to lie in making the 
children from the beginning a part of 
the adventure of living. Just as we 
Plan for them from the beginning, so 
iet them be an integral part of living 
from the very moment they begin to 
be. Live with them, and not for them. 
Make changes in your way of living 
not primarily because it is beat for 
them but because it fe best for every. 
one. 3 

“We must not only enter Into the 
child's life when we can. but 
him to enter into ours. Of course. as 
the object of our work and interest 
and affection, he does enter. We must 


allow 


let him give, too, and become our 
selves the object of interest, affection, 
activity and work. A certain father 
had this in mind when he marked 
places on his closet floor with ecbalk 
his slippers should go and 
down a paper circle where his 
waste basket was to stand, and al 
lowed the baby, even before she could 
walk, to feel that she could help by 
putting away the slippers and pusb- 
ing back the waste basket. We can 
appreciate the training and pleasure 
even a pup gets in carrying our new 
paper or handbag. How much more 
keenly then should we understand all 
that serving us can and should meas 
to our children. * * * * ® 

“If we start living with our cbil- 
dren from the very beginning of their 
lives, it will become a habit ands 
joyous habit before we realise It 
whereas the longer we postpone the 
day of starting, the more difficult the 
start will be, and the more slowly the 
habit will be formed. Do not let the 
children feel that they have to be in- 
vited to belong. Let them be born 
belonging!’’ 


HE child must be taught, dul 
EL the method must be thought out 
and the teacher must be patient. 

For, Mrs. Gilbreth writes: 

“Teaching work habits {s simplified 
if the parent first thinks through te 
difficulties to be overcome. He knows 
then how and when to help the child 
over the hard places always encoum 
tered in any new task, and he can alse 
tell whether the learning process ts 
woing forward successfully or not. We 
know that in every chart of learnisé 
process, there are plateaus which sho¥ 
as flat places in the otherwise ascent 
ing line. We know that there are 
well established reasons for these: The 
learner may have lost interest in tht 
subject; he may not know exactl? 
what he is supposed to do; he ma! 
be tired; or he apparently may make 
no advance though he is really cor 
dinating his knowledge and will sud: 
denly increase the efficiency of his 
work with surprising speed. 50 ¥ 
should watch the child, understasé 
each apparent delay in getting results 
encourage him when he feels he is 
not succeeding, and rejoice with biZ 
when he does. In this way he ge? 
pleasure in the work and in learnidé 
tu do the work, both equally tmport: 
ant to progressa.'’

2700 feet around the south rim, 
-although almost horizontal, had 


been bodily upraised 100 feet so 
as to form the top of a great arch. 
At and near the northern rim the 
rocks had been relatively little 
disturbed. These features’ con- 
vinced Barringer that the meteor 
would. be found under the south 
rim. 

Pursuing this theory, a mining 
company leased the crater and 
sank a churn-drill hole on the 
southern rim. At 1200 feet the 
drill encountered fragiments of 
meteoric material which became 
increasingly numerous until they 
constituted about 75 per cent of 
the ground. Then, at 1375 feet, 
the drill became permanently 
wedged between two large frag- 
ments. Thus, the meteor finally 
was located, but the company be- 
came discouraged and moved 
away.
